embarrassment 


brings back 


state solons 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) - The election 
year embarrassment of their own lavish 
early pension benefits brings California 
legislators back to the Capitol for a 
special session today. 


Even before starting. Republicans and 
Democrats fell into open squabbling 
over procedures. 


Republicans sought to follow the 
urging of Gov Ronald Reagan and limit 
the session to a quick repeal of the 
pension extras. Majority Democrats 
hinted they wanted more time for a 
broader review of pensions for all 
elected 
officials 
—including 
the 
governor—and consideration of Reagan 
vetoes. 


Convening was scheduled for noon 
The session was ordered by Reagan 
after what he termed 
"a storm of 
protest from the people” over the 
benefits, which allow some retiring 
legislators this year an immediate 
lifetime pension, even though some still 
are in their 30s 
Democratic leaders said there were 
requests for a review of cost-of-living 
allowances granted retired constitu­ 
tional officers as well as the size of their 
pensions. 
Reagan, at 62. will be eligible for a 
lifetime retirement of $32.800 when he 
leaves office next January 
Senior 
Democrats 
planned 
for a 
session lasting deep into next week to 
consider the issues — much longer than 
the "couple of hours” which Reagan 
said would be necessary 


The multi million dollar early pension 
plan enables lawmakers with at least 
four years service to begin collecting 
retirement immediately if they leave 
office in a reapportionment year, such 
as 1974 


At least a dozen lawmakers, and many 
more if there was widespread defeat of 
incumbents in the November election, 
would 
be 
eligible 
for 
the 
early 
retirement. Among those who qualify 
are lawmakers who gave up their seats 
this year to run for higher office

COLUMBUS, Ga (U P I) — A federal judge, citing a recent Supreme Court ruling 
dealing with former President Nixon and the Watergate tapes, today overturned the 
My Lai murder conviction of former Army Lt, William L Calley 
“ We see that the Supreme Court, in deciding the Nixon' case, also decided the 
'Calley' case,” U. S District Judge J Robert Elliott said in a lengthy opinion 


Calley 
was 
sentenced 
to 
life 
imprisonment March 29, 1971, by a 
court-martial board but his sentence 
was reduced to 20 years by a military 
appeals board and then to 10 years by 
Army Secretary Howard H Callaway 
Elliott overturned Calley's conviction 
on the specific grounds of massive 
pretrial publicity, denial of Calley's 
rights to confront unfriendly witnesses 
and improperly drawn charges. 
But Elliott said the Supreme Court, in 
ruling on the Watergate tapes, had. in 
effect, decided the Calley affair. He 
noted that the Supreme Court had held 
that 
Nixon 
had 
to turn over the 
Watergate tapes, but that a committee 
of the House of Representatives that 
investigated the My Lai case had 
refused to turn over its transcript to

Calley's defense lawyers. 
At the Pentagon, an Army spokesman 
said Calley would not be released yet. 
“ We have not yet received a copy of the 
opinion, reported to be quite lengthy,” 
the spokesman said “ Upon receipt of 
the opinion, Army lawyers will study it 
in order to evaluate various legal 
alternatives ” 
Elliott, 
however, 
ordered 
Calley 
“ released forthwith from his present 
confinement 
in 
U. 
S. 
Disciplinary 
Barracks at Fort Leavenworth, Kan.” 
Calley, a former Army platoon leader, 
was convicted for the murder of at least 
22 Vietnamese civilians when his unit 
made a sweep through the tiny village of 
My Lai on March 16,1968 
Calley’s attorney, J Houston Gordon 
of Covington, Tenn said. “ We are of 
course elated by the judge’s decision 
He said he did not know what his next 
move would be since he still had not seen 
the order. 
“ The Army may appeal,” he said. 
“ But I would hope that they would not... 
that a decision will be made at a high 
level to quit persecuting this man ”

A four-year-old Lompoc boy was 
recovering today from injuries suffered 
last night when a German Shepherd dog 
attacked him near his home 


The youngster, Dion Tracy Luck of 421 
North C St., was treated at Lompoc 
Hospital and then released to his home 


He reportedly suffered bites on his face, 
stomach and back as a result of the 
attack A spokesman for the county's 
animal control shelter said the dog has 


been quarantined 
The boy is the son of Cynthia Luck 
Dion s grandmother Mrs Anthony Luck 
of the 421 North C St address said 
details of the attack were not clear, but 
that Dion had apparently left his own 
yard at about 4 p m to play in a nearby 
neighbor's yard She said the dog was 
pulled off the child by a gardener who 
was working in a yard at 429 North C St 
The 
gardener's 
name 
was 
not 
immediately available 


The Army now has the option of asking 
Elliott for a stay of his order, or taking 
the case to the 5th Court of Appeals in 
New Orleans 
Elliott earlier had set Calley free on 
bond after Calley exhausted his appeals 
before military tribunals and took his 
case to the civilian courts, but the 
appellate court later reversed Elliott's 
decision granting bond 
The judge devoted more than half of 
his 132-page-<lecision to the publicity 
issue 
He said that pretrial news coverage of 
the 
My 
Lai 
massacre 
had 
been 
permitted to run “ unrestrained and 
uncontrolled” and that Calley had been 
portrayed in the press as a “ murderer 
and a monster.” This, he said, denied 
Calley his right to a free trial 


"If there ever has been a case in 
which a conviction should be set aside, 
this is it,” Elliott said. 
The judge also held that Calley was 
denied his right to confront unfriendly 
witnesses and to obtain witnesses in his 
favor when the military refused his 
request to subpoena Gen. William C. 
Westmoreland, 
then-commander 
in 
Vietnam, and other military officials. 
The third constitutional issue cited by 
Elliott was that Calley was convicted on 
charges and specifications which had 
been “ improperly drawn and illegally 
used.” 


That last point involved the fact that 
Calley was charged with premeditated 
murder of not less than 100 civilians in 
two specifications, but the Uniform 
Code of Military Justice does not permit 
prosecution for the murder of more than 
one person under each specification. 


Elliott said research did not find “ any 
military or federal cases, other than this 
case, allowing an offense to be alleged 
covering multiple unnamed victims in a 
single specification.” 


"It is the judgment of the court,” 
Elliott wrote in his one-page order 
accompanying the opinion, "that the 
petitioner (Calley) m his trial by court- 
martial was not accorded due process of 
law and his conviction thereby obtained 
is constitutionally invalid. ”

Former President Richard Nixon is now 
suffering an embolism of his right lung 
as the result of a blood clot moving from 
his leg, it was disclosed today. 
A statement by Nixon’s personal 
physician said the new development was 
potentially dangerous but not critical. 
Dr. John Lungren called a special 
news conference to reveal the discovery 
of complications in the former Presi­ 
dent’s phlebitic condition 
The embolism—an obstructed blood 
vessel—is in Nixon’s right lung in the 
mid-lung region, Lungren said. 


Lungren and former White House 
physician 
D r.W alter 
Tkach 
had 
previously reported that Nixon had 
blood clots below and above the knee of 
his left leg. 


Nixon had 
resisted going into a 
hospital 
until 
last 
Monday 
and 
previously had told Tkach: “ If I go into 


the hospital, I’ll never come out alive.” 
In his first report made Tuesday, 
Lungren said that Nixon had “ responded 
well” to anticoagulant treatment of the 
phlebitic condition. 
Lungren said discovery of the lung 
embolism “ naturally means the hospital 
stay will be extended,” 
Nixon 
aide 
Ronald 
Ziegler 
had 
previously said the former President 
expected to be in the hospital about a 
week. 
He has been served with subpoenas 
ordering him to appear in Washington 
for the Watergate cover-up trial of John 
Ehrlichman, H. R. Haldeman, John 
Mitchell and three other former aides 
scheduled to begin next Tuesday. 
“ This is a potentially dangerous 
situation but not critical at this time,” 
Lungren said in talking with newsmen. 
Lungren said Nixon probably would be 
hospitalized at least until the middle or 
end of next week

District 
directors, were told by Public 
Works 
D irecto r 
Norman 
Caldwell 
the County Health 
Department 
is 
working 
to 
promulgate possible standards 
for water wells to come before 
the supervisors 
"Counties all around us have 
a d o p t e d 
s t a n d a r d s , ” 
commented Caldwell. "There’s 
no question here about water 
rights." 
A 
committee 
of 
perhaps 
eight or 10 persons is being 
f o r m e d 
to 
“ b r i n g 
recommendations" 
to 
the 
county supervisors, declared 
Neil Mendenall, manager of 
the Montecito County Water 
District. 
Mendenall 
is 
a 
member 
of 
the committee 
Others include Santa Barbara 
attorney Stanley Hatch, County 
Farm Bureau secretary Robert 
Hunt, 
and 
Goleta 
attorney- 
a g r i c u l t u r a l ist 
G e o rg e 
Cavaletto, said Mendenall.

Whether or not the Divide Peak relay station will be possible 
hangs on a sequence of questions that begin with an environmental 
impact report that has neither been made nor budgeted by the 
U.S. forest service So, whether or not the $200,000 line item can 
ever be spent to improve local reception is in doubt 
If approved, the rate increase would apply only within the city 
limits of Lompoc, where 53 per cent of the company’s local 
subscribers reside. Some 7,810 dwellings in Lompoc are served 
with cable tv. This, Horn gauged, comes out to about a 90 per cent 
penetration, and makes cable tv here sim ilar to a public utility 
In areas in which antenna television competes strongly with 
cable, Horn said, cable rate hikes are routinely granted and the 
free market place takes care of the rest.

Frost hits Midwest

“This has been the worst year to (jet things 
done right,’* Jerry Andrews said, looking over 
his 120 acres of river bottom land near 
Indianola, Iowa 
Floodwaters covered the land this spring, 
delaying planting. This summer, the land was 
blistered by a searing drought which withered 
crops and further delayed their maturing The 
final blow came this week, wfth an early frost 
that blanketed the land and further cut into 
production 
Andrews' case was typical of the plight of 
midwestern farmers, hit hard by a full cycle of 
adverse weather this season 
And the consumers, already beginning to feel 
the pinch of the drought at the supermarket, 
may soon be facing yet higher prices because of 
the early frost 
“ I would suspect it would drive up meat 
prices,” Dr W 0. Scott, a University of Illinois 
agronomist, said of the frost 
William 
J 
Kuhfuss, 
president of 
the 
American Farm Bureau Federation, said it was 
too early to assess the frost’s effects on meat 
prices "though it’s for sure they won’t be 
cheaper.’’ 
Walter W Groeppinger, chairman of the 
National Com Growers Association at Boone, 


Iowa, said the frost means a $7(10 million loss to 
farmers, figuring corn at $3 50 a bushel, and 
that corn production would be down 20 million 
bushels from the Agriculture Department's last 
prediction 
The American Soybean Association, based in 
Kansas City, estimated that the killing freeze 
ended the growing season for 50 to 100 million 
bushels of soybeans, but said that varying 
degrees of maturity made it impossible to 
determine how much the yield would be cut 
Paul Matavon, a farmer and seed processor at 
DeKalb, III , said he saw no immediate effect on 
beef prices, but said a year from now, high 
quality beef might be really scarce and 
expensive." 
National Livestock Board President David 
Stroud said the psychological effects of more 
bad news could drive prices up as much as the 
bad weather, saying the spring rains, summer 
drought and early frost had "traumatized the 
psyche of the market place ’’ 


On the commodities market in Chicago, both 
corn and soybeans were climbing, but market

Mass starvation new threat: 
Honduras pleads for food 


TEGUCIGALPA, 
Honduras 
(UPI) 
— 
Rescue 
workers 
appealed for stepped-up food 
shipments today to avert mass 
starvation 
in 
hurricane- 
stricken Honduras and said 
thousands of flood victims 
could die of hunger in 48 hours. 
An 
international 
rescue 
effort poured tons of supplies 
into the country, but rescue 
workers reported widespread 
looting 
and 
said 
villagers 
isolated by the storm are 
fighting each other for the 
scarce food. 
Col. Carlos Rene Pineda, a 
spokesman for the National 
Emergency Committee, said 
Honduras "desperately” needs 
more 
helicopters 
to 
save 
thousands of 
refugees still 
stranded by the flood 
"We don’t know how many 
people are still isolated without 
food and water," he said. "But 
we believe there are many 
thousands, perhaps tens of 
thousands. If we don't reach 
them in 48 hours with food they 
are going to die of hunger." 
The committee said between 
7.000 and 8,000 persons died in 
Hurricane Fifi's floods last 


Thursday and another 300,000 to 
350,000 were left homeless in 
the raging storm that wrecked 
about one-third of the nation s 
economy. 
Col. Eduardo Andino, head of 
the civil defense committee, 
reported problems in getting 
food to some refugees. "We 
were trying to drop food from 
the air, but we can't because 
they are fighting for it on the 
ground," he said. 
Andino complained that the 
United States sent "aircraft 
carriers loaded with helicop­ 
ters" when a hurricane hit 
Honduras in 1954, but sent only 
six choppers this time. 
"This country will be in a 
state of emergency for a 
minimum of five years, 
he 
said. 
The newspaper El Cronista in 
Tegucigalpa 
said 
American 
helicopter pilots have spotted 
hundreds more bodies and 
around 80,000 persons isolated 
and starving around the cities 
of El Progreso, El Negrito, 
Morasan and Urraco in flood- 
hit northern Honduras.

The name of the game is business 
Freedom is 'inoperative' in pro sports

NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
While on the subject, we may 
also ask: Is the president of a 
pro sports team above the 
law? 
During the National Foot­ 
ball League players’ strike, 
the team owners said that for 
players to move freely about, 
to either stretch or dissolve 
the reserve clause (or the re­ 
lated “ Rozelle rule”) would 
mean the demise of “ these 
great teams” and “ the in­ 
tegrity of the game.” 
The same arguments were 
thrust forward by the base­ 
ball owners and the basket­ 
ball owners, men who profess 
that they speak — hand on 
lapel flag — in the best in­ 
terests of the free American 
democratic capitalistic sys­ 
tem. 
To prove their point, they 
have the Star Spangled Ban­ 
ner played before games, 
have military recruits sworn 
in at half-time and, the height 
of patriotic extravaganzas, 
relish the wholesale release 
of pigeons painted red, white 
and blue. 
How have these owners 
kept their teams intact, and 
kept competition of the 
leagues at a compelling 
parity? Simply at the ex­ 
pense, if you will, of the play­ 
ers particularly and the fans 
more peripherally. 
Now, no one this side of a 
booby hatch would deny that 
pro sports is a business and 
not a community-spirited 
diversion. Owners are pri­ 
marily businessmen, trying 
like hell to pump as much 
profit as possible from their 
investment. 
One way is to pay em­ 
ployes as little as can be got­ 
ten away with. When a player 
ha.\ no recourse (in contrast 
to all other occupations in 
this nation) to sell his serv- 


ices to a competitor, the 
owner maintains a fistful of 
rein. 
Manny Fernandez, Miami 
Dolphin Lineman, was for ex­ 
ample earning about $30,000 
a season until a few team­ 
mates signed with the rival 
league. Only then did Fer­ 
nandez’ employer see fit to 
pay him about half a million 
dollars for the next five years 
to keep him in the Miami pit. 


Thus one may easily see 
why the owners — all their 
obfuscatory rationalizations 
aside — pursue money-sav­ 
ing mergers. 
Their argument - that the 
players are well paid as is — 
is specious. In the American 
market place, one ought to be 
compensated according to 
demand and supply. As 
historian Harold Seymour 
has written, “ to condone a 
quasi-chattel system of labor, 
however high the remunera­ 
tion, is to take a totalitarian 
point of view.” 


Owners, these pillars of 
democratic society, have 
done all they can to eliminate 
freedom of choice of human 
beings, particularly those 
gifted with muscles and coor­ 
dination. 


The athlete is "drafted ” 
That is, after college he is 
given no choice of where he 
may play. His lone choice, in 
fact, is whether to play or 
skip sports for some other 
vocation. 
Why were drafts instituted7 
To make the teams more 
equitable in player person­ 
nel. This is undemocratic in 
that it is a form of cartel. 
Once drafted, the player can­ 
not shop around. 
Once signed, the athlete 
then becomes indentured 
under the reserve clause 
which binds him to his team 
— unless the team decides to 
trade him (without his con- 


sent) or otherwise dump him. 
Another way owners enjoy 
the best of all possible worlds 
has been the rules they 
dream up in pro basketball 
and football against signing 
an athlete before his college 
class graduates. This is 
egregious and fascisti c collu­ 
sion between the colleges and 
the pros. Why, in America, is 
a human being prevented the 


freedom of choice of college 
or the pros? After age 16, in 
America, one is no longer 
forced to attend school - 
unless he is an aspiring pro 
football or basketball player 
But the colleges make huge 
sums at the gate from their 
football and basketball 
teams; the pro owners view 
this benignly since the 
»4 L Lit«* 
it ic clflllc in 


virtual minor league, saving 
the pro owner that expense. 
And these patriotic pro 
owners, or their like-minded 
K 
redecessors, also kept 
lacks out of pro sports (in­ 
cluding baseball, 
the na­ 
tional pastime” as those 
owners enjoyed having it 
called). It was felt that the 
majority of whites would not 
pay to see blacks on the same 
field with whites. For similar 
economic reasons, no black 
man has been hired as a man­ 
ager in baseball or head 
coach in football. 
These emperors of brum­ 
magem go so far as to limit 
free access of information on 
the airw ave s when it 
threatens their product. They 
often rule game broadcasts 
with an iron hand, having the 
last word on which announ­ 
cers are hired. (The New 
York Yankees once fired Red 
Barber for talking about the 
sparse crowds in the sta­ 
dium.) 
And note how, with only 
painfully few exceptions, 
these whipped shills recently 
found the word "strike” vir­ 
tually verboten. 
There is nothing sacro­ 
sanct about pro sports in 
America. Rather, there ought 
not to be anything sacrosanct 
about them. If they can’t live 
under the democratic system, 
then they should be dissolved 
- or traded to Russia for a 
ballet ensemble. 
Pro sports arose here be­ 
cause businessmen (some of 
whom were also athletes) 
thought they could turn a 
neat profit with the idea, an 
extension of the tradional 
“ town” and “ factory” teams 
that were hotly competitive 
and exciting entertainment 
for fans. 
Yes, there was a time when 
professional sports did not 
exist in America - like 
around when the Constitution 
K u/ril lt»n

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Flournoy denies foe's 
'land grab' charge 


Manson prosecutor on trial

Republican 
gubernatorial candidate Houston I 
Flournoy 
has denied 
a 
charge by his Democratic 
opponent, Edmund (J Brown Jr,. that Flournoy 
permitted a multimillion dollar “land grab bv 
a major campaign contributor. 
The denial was voiced Tuesday by Flournoy 
spokesman Peter Kaye, who insisted the 
decision not to contest expansion of the Hotel 
Del Coronado in San Diego on disputed beach 
property was based on advice from Attorney 
General Kvelle J Younger 
The board chairman of the hotel is M Larry 
Lawrence of San Diego, a former Democratic- 
party official who now heads up Democrats and 
Independents for Flournoy 
He contributed 
$20,000 to Flournoy's gubernatorial campaign. 
At issue was the failure of the state Lands 
Commission, which Flournoy chairs as state 
controller, to carry out recommendations of the 
legislative auditor general and a commission 
staff agent who said a lawsuit should have been 
filed in 1972 to block expansion of the hotel 
Brown told supporters Tuesday in Bakersfield 
that “ Flournoy s failure to protect the state 
beach lands is outrageous and the public 
deserves a full accounting " 
Brown said Flournoy refused to act on the 
recommendation of a commission staff agent 
who in 1971 urged that the expansion be blocked 
Brown said a report in 1972 by the auditor 
general called for action to protect the beach 
property. 
“Again, Mr Flournoy ignored the request for 
action and the hotel project was completed,” 


Brown said ' As a result, the state lost an 
extremely valuable beachfront property ” 
Kaye said Flournoy, as state controller, had 
relied on the legal advice of Younger in the 
matter 
“ The attorney general advised him that legal 
precedent had been established in earlier court 
decisions and that the matter had been settled 
at that tim e,” Kaye reported 
A San Diego Superior Court judge ruled in 1961 
that the property 
adjoining the hotel on 
Coronado Island belonged to John Alessio, then 
owner of the hotel 
Kaye also said Flournoy never received the 
auditor general's report and that 
it had 
apparently been forwarded directly to the 
attorney general's office 


“ As far as many allegations or inference 
about Flournoy and Lawrence, they didn't even 
know each other then," Kaye said. “They never 
personally sat down and talked until after the 
primary (in June)." 


Brown said Flournoy had personal knowledge 
of the hotel expansion project in 1972 when he 
received a letter from Coronado residents 
asking that the issue be brought before the 
Lands Commission 
Brown accused him of 
“personally responding ’ to the request by 
saying the commission “would not changc its 
position and save the state beach ” 
Kaye said Flournoy did not respond to the 
request but stated that the commission “ was 
precluded from doing anything’’ because of the 
attorney general’s decision 


Lawyers sue for Alioto ouster 


SAN FRANCISCO (U PIl 
Three Los Angeles attorneys 
have filed a lawsuit demanding 
the ouster of Mayor Joseph L 
Alioto on grounds of conflict of 
interest. 
Alioto. president of the U.S. 
Conference of 
Mayors, was 
accused of violating a post- 
Watergate city charter amend­ 
ment adopted by voters in 
June. 
The suit claimed the mayor 
was in violation because the 
law firm he owns represents 
numerous clients before city 
boards and commissions of 
which he is an ex officio 
member. 
" I have been sued by others 
like John Mitchell who have 
tried to get me out of office 
and we've beaten the hell out of 
them.’’ Alioto said after the 
suit was filed in Superior Court 
Tuesday. 
“ So I'm not going to be 
intimidated by this crowd from 
Los Angeles.” 
Alioto has said that when

concluded by recommending that Ocean 
Park definitely not be expanded and that 
traffic be prohibited in the marshes.

the current profit margins of either the 
oil or the automobile industries. The 
entire New York Times conglomerate 
earned a 14 per cent return on equity 
last year — well above the return of 
such favorite media targets as ITT, U.S. 
Steel, or Occidental Petroleum. 
Leaving us with what useful thought? 
Animadversions on the New York Times 
necessarily 
blur 
useful 
distinctions. 
N e w s p a p e r s ,

administrations, speak officially with 
one voice. But many men and women 
are spoken for, and it is unfair, and 
thoughtless, 
to impute to them all

Despite the image of a rock which 
insurance companies have used over the 
years to impress upon the public mind 
the security to be gained by being 
indemnified through their policies, the 
economic troubles being experienced in 
the nation may be threatening even the 
insurance bulwarks. 
At 
l e a s t , 
S t a t e 
I n s u r a n c e 
Commissioner Gleeson L 
Payne has 
issued some guarded warnings to the 
effect that insurance can no longer be 
blindly accepted as an absolute surety. 
While Payne’s thesis is not centered 
on rising costs and inflation as much as 
the sagging stock m arket, the whole 
thrust of his cautions are based upon the 
prevailing direction of the economic 
winds. 
As 
Payne 
indicates, 
insurance 
companies are heavy investors in stock 
and bonds along with other speculations. 
While 
they 
are 
regulated 
by 
the 
government and some types of policies 
like some types of bank savings are 
"insured” 
by 
the 
government, 
the 
protections are not geared to the full 
potentials of a disastrous depression. 
Although insurance companies have a 
fiduciary 
relationship 
with 
their 
investors as do the banks, there are 
significant differences. Banking laws 
prescribe the percentages of total assets 
which may be invested in any one area. 
Thus a bank may only loan so much of 
its capital on homes or real estate in 
general Other types of loans are also 
limited as to their percentages of the 
total. It may only invest a specified 
percentage of the whole in bonds or any 
other one field of securities. 
Insurance companies, even though 
required 
to 
maintain 
a 
stipulated 
percentage of total liabilities in liquid 
reserves, may otherwise plunge the 
entire remainder on the stock market or 
any other one field.

Payne has not charged that this has 
been done by any company. To the 
contrary many are heavily invested in 
long term land ownerships and other 
real

Still, to the extent that the companies 
have invested on the stock market he 
has warned that further dips in stocks 
could well jeopardize the solidity of 
some companies He has suggested that 
there are companies which should be 
reducing their stockm arkets portfolios 
by 15 to 20 per cent. 
Payne says that the companies in the 
greatest danger are not the life insurers 
as much as the casualty companies The 
latter write fire, auto and other types of 
loss insurance. 


A top insurance executive before he 
assumed the state’s job of policing the 
insurance 
industry, 
Payne has been 
most attentive to the protection of the 
public and has worked to secure new 
measures to strengthen the insurance 
companies. 
He points to the fact that the state has 


brought about the establishment of a 
guaranty fund to protect the insured 
against casualty company failures. This 
is a pool made up of contributions from 
all 
casualty 
companies 
to 
provide 
against the failure of any one of them. 
Payne also battled unsuccessfully to 
create a sim ilar fund for life insurance 
companies 
but 
unlike 
the 
casualty 
companies, the life people opposed it on 
the grounds it wasn’t necessary. 
The Commissioner concedes the life 
insurers are better able to predict their 
futures insofar as obligations by reason 
of death and can make long term 
investments on those projections with 
little or no risk. But, he says, a sudden 
run on them for cash settlements or 
loans guaranteed against policies could 
place them in jeopardy. And, in hard 
times, people will seek the loans or cash 
payouts. 
He also pointed out that the current 
market will see higher insurance costs 
which will depress business and that 
company failures would make those 
costs even higher by reason of the 
resultant reduced competition in the 
insurance field.

New York < U P I» — It is a 
typical Saturday morning in a 
typical American household 
The television set is on, the 
cartoons 
are 
going, 
the 
children are glued figuratively 
to the home screen 
But the scene is changing 
There is more and a better 
choice 
of 
children s 
fare, 
including more programs of the 
non-cartoon nature and fewer 
of the stream of commercials 
Evelyn Kaye thinks that an 
organization called ACT is in 
part responsible for the im­ 
provement 
because 
of 
its 
pressures through parents and 
others interested in children s 
Television fare. 
"1 feel very hopeful of what s 
happening.” said Miss Kaye, 
one of four founders of ACT, 
which stands for Action for 
Children's Television 
“ I think the most exciting 
thing is that programs are 
different 
They aren't being 
churned out with the same 
characters, the same voices 
Saturday morning used to be 
one big blanket .” 
She named specific additions 
by the three major networks, 
with action shows, a film 
festival, 
a folksy nostalgia 
show and documentaries for 
Saturday’s children. 
‘‘And 
why,” 
she 
asked, 
“ can't 
the 
networks 
rerun 
some of their best Saturday 
morning shows during the week 
at another peak viewing time 
for children, between five and 
six in the evening0 Better than 
the reruns of some of the so- 
called adult shows " 
She also commended the cut 
in the number of commercials 
now on children’s shows. Any 
one hour of programming used 
to have as many as 16 minutes 
of commercials, she said It’s 
been cut to 12 currently, will go 
to 10 on Jan 1, and to nine and 
one-half minutes a year hence. 
ACT grew out of the concern 
of a group of Newton, Mass., 
parents on what television was 
offering the young viewers. It 
resolved into the nucleus of 
four 
women 
who 
formally 
established the organization in 
January 1968, a year “ when the 
monster cartoons” dominated 
Saturday morning fare, she 
said 
Today, its scope is national 
with some 5,000 enrolled mem­ 
bers and thousands who have 
supported various ACT cam­ 
paigns.

operating under a two-year 
grant of $300,000 from the Ford 
and Merkle foundations. 
“ One network show might 
cost that much to produce,” 
said Miss Kaye, who serves as 
Act’s publications director.

Electronic MD 
may be able to 
best real ones

An 
“ electronic doctor” designed 
by 
researchers at 
Michael 
Reese Medical Center may be 
able to outdo expert physicians 
in treating high blood pressure. 
The innovation could signal a 
new era in medical technology 
and in the fight against heart 
disease, strokes and kidney 
failure. 


The 
electronic 
doctor 
is 
actually an experimental com­ 
puter program which, when 
provided 
with 
information 
about a patient’s symptoms 
and medical history, prescribes 
treatment 
for 
hypertension 
(high blood pressure). 
In its first year of use, the 
computer did as well as top 
specialists in the field 
Now 
that it has been refined, “ it 
probably ought to out perform 
doctors,” said Dr Frederick 
Coe, senior investigator of a 
three-man team that designed 
the program under a federal 
grant 
“ Doctors aren’t perfect in 
their treatment of blood press­ 
ure,” Coe said in an interview 
“ In a number of cases it takes 
them an inordinate length of 
time to prescribe the right 
drugs or the right combination 
of drugs and sometimes they 
never succeed in bringing it 
down 


“ And drugs have side effects 
that decrease the quality of life 
dizziness, impotence in men 
“ The computer keeps track 
of 
everything 
that

It’s better able to 
predict the counter-response 
that the patient will have and 
how he will react to certain 
drugs The computer knows a 
lot about these drugs ”

WASHINGTON

- The Federal Bureau of In 
veatlgation has been toiling 
for 44 years lo perfect a na­ 
tional system of uniform 
crime reports. What it gets 
for its pains is an almost 
unbroken chain of increases 
in the national crime statis­ 
tics, the more thorough the 
co lle ctio n of figures, the 
more crime there appears to 
be 
But even now more crime 
goes unreported than enters 
into the statistics. Thus it 
would be a mistake to jump 
to conclusions about this 
year’s figures in the Uniform 
Crime Reports, which are 
terrible. 
However, the Nixon admin­ 
istration did make political 
capital out of its dedication to 
a national attack on crime, it 
did take credit in President 
Nixon’s first three years for a 
decline of the rate of rise of 
the crime index, and it was 
able briefly to rejoice over an 
actual fall in the reported 
crime rate in 1972. 
Whatever substance they 


Saxbe's hair raising warning 


may or may not have had, 
those claims are deflated by 
the 1973 figures just pub­ 
lished, which show an in­ 
crease of 6 per cent over 1972 
in the reported crime rate for 
1973. 
W illiam Saxbo, the A t­ 
torney General, anticipated 
the 1973 figures when he 
talked to an audience of 
police chiefs in Chicago last 
month, and he made no at­ 
tem pt to take refuge in 
statistical incompleteness or 
ambiguity. 
He found it all "dishearten­ 
ing.’’ he expressed fears that 
the country might be "inun­ 
dated’’ by a wave of crime, 
and he uttered the dire warn­ 
ing that A m erica m ight 
resort to the creation of a na­ 
tional police force "in one 
f i n a l e f f o r t to r e s t o r e 
domestic order." 
A national police force in 
the United States is a hair- 
raising idea, implying as it 
does a demolition of the fed­ 
eral structure of government 


together with the accumu­ 
lated local and particularist 
habit of American civil life. 
Still, Saxbe does not teem 
to have had any substantial 
movement for a national 
police force in mind. He was 
lust uttering the most horri­ 
ble warning he could think of 
A 
crf rne “ i n d e x ” 
is 
naturally a weighted aver­ 
age of a variety of dissimilar, 
i n d e e d i n c o m p a r a b l e , 
crimes. The figures of crime 
by category tell more The 
estimated figure of murders 
and manslaughters rose by 5 
per cent between 1972 and 
1973, from 18.550 to 19,510 
The Southern states put up 
the most imposing perform ­ 
ance. with 44 per cent of all 
the homicides Other striking 
facts are that about three- 
quarters of the victims were 
male and more than half of 
them were black. Hand guns 
were by far the preferred 
type of weapon for homicide. 
When it comes to robbery 
(that is, open theft involving a 


weapon or the threat of use of 
force) the N or theas t er n 


states come into their own. 
this is outstandingly a big 
city crime. Still, the North 
east experienced a modest 
fa lling -off of 4 per cent, 
though not enough to deprive 
it of its handsome lead, while 
the other regions showed an 
increase The estimated total 
was ¡182,680. an increase of 2 
per cent. 
Burglary flourishes with a 
total for 1973 of 2,540,900 re­ 
ported cases, an increase of 7 
per cent. 
Perhaps the most baffling 
American crim inal tendency 
is the persistent, dynamic 
rise of tne rape figure, which 
showed an increase of 10 per 
cent to 51,000. Even nowa 
days, however, rape is the 
most underreported crime of 
all. The fact that it showed an 
increase of 62 per cent in the 
five years from 1968 to 1973 
may indicate either a spread 
of the crime, or a gradual 
escape of women from the 
embarrassment and fear of 
reporting it.

Baltimore's gun roundup 
Can Jackson win youth vote?

BALTIMORE - (LENS) - 
One day soon a larg«* quantity 
of guns from the city of 
Baltimore w ill be shovelled 
into a blast furnace of the 
Bethlehem Steel Company, 
The company has agreed to 
accept these end products of 
a new gun control scheme 


Since Aug 
22, the city 
police have been offering a 
$50 bounty for any gun turned 
in at any of the city’s nine 
police stations; after three 
weeks 11,376 guns were re­ 
ceived - just under half of 
them handguns, the kind 
most commonly used in city 
crime. Another aspect of the 
scheme — a reward of $100 
for information leading to the 
confiscation of an illegal 
weapon — has produced no 
such striking result only 32 
illegal guns have been seized 
so far as a result of that offer. 


Already the cost of the pro­ 
gram is over $570,000, quite 
an expense for a city whose 
police had to resort to strik­ 
ing in July for better pay. But 
the police com m issioner. 
Donald Romerleau, hopes to 
ward off criticism that the 
p o lic e are squand ering 
money by asking for $648,500 
as a grant from the Justice 


through the Law Enforce- 


Department for the program 
his m oney, p ro vid e d 


rnent Assistance Admimstra* 
tion, would not, the commis­ 
sioner points out, be legally 
available in any case to pay 
police salaries 
But part of the program 
seems to be missing the 
mark 
Many of the guns 
turned in have either been 
rusty old fowling pieces of the 
kind that no criminal would 
dream of using (one gun was 
taken from a Japanese 
corpse in the second world 


war) or cheap “ Saturday 
night specials 
worth much 
less than $50 and turned in 
merely for profit. 


True, the police are check­ 
ing carefully to see that the 
guns that they receive are not 
coming from outside the city, 
and at least one department 
store in the c ity, Sears 
Roebuck, has agreed not to 
sell any handguns while the 
bounty scheme is in opera­ 
tion. 
But the o p p o rtu n ity of 
making a quick buck at the 
folic* s expense remains, 
he police have now decided 
to accept only handguns. 


Whether the scheme will 
have any effect on the city's 
crime rate (280 murders were 
reported in 1973) is far from 
certain. Only a handful of the 
guns had been either stolen 
or used in a crime. In the long 
run the bounty for informa­ 


tion on illegal weapons may 
prove more useful. 
Seizing these guns is a slow 
business requiring court war­ 
rants and so on. But the 
Baltimore police believe that 
the early diffidence and the 
fears of informants that their 
confidence would somehow 
be breached are being over­ 
come and that better results 
should follow. This is the 
aspect of the B altim ore 
scheme that other com ­ 
munities may imitate. 
A lre a d y Gov 
M a rv in 
Mandel of M aryland has 
talked of extending the 
scheme to the rest of the 
state. The New York City and 
District of Columbia police 
departments are showing in­ 
terest and Cleveland, Ohio, 
and Gainesville, Florida, are 
also watching what is hap­ 
pening in Baltimore.

but too dull to behold 
“ God,’ 
said a young 
woman after his speech, “ he 
sounds like someone on Har­ 
ry Truman s team." 
Part of the audience reac­ 
tion was in response to 
Jackson's lack of rapport 
When he was asked a ques­ 
tion about the legalizing of 
marijuana, he replied with a 
creaking confession that he’d 
given up smoking at 12; then 
he launched into a 10 minute 
dissertation on good health, 
embellishing the lecture with 
the medical history of his 
own muscle spasms, and 
winding up the entire yawn 
by explaining that everyone 
in the audience should swin a 
half-hour a day, as he does, in 
the congressional pool. 
But the principal reason 
for all those eyes at half-mast 
was the Scoop Jackson did 
not say anything the students 
had not heard before. Had 
the student's parents been 
present they too would have 
recognized the line. Through 
three decades of government 
service, Jackson's opinion 
has been this: The nation is 
facing a crisis but the nation 


paid off in the past. And wh«*n 
past thoughts eventually 
com«* into conflict, such as 
Jackson’s support for both 
environmental safety and the 
energy search, he sim ply 
combines the two and says 
we can hav»> our cake and eat 
it. 
Never mind it hi* doesn’t to­ 
tally explain how the nation 
can create harmony out of 
hyperbole He told the Wash 
mgton State legislature re 
cently that th<* nation has 
three trillion barrels of oil 
shale reserves alone, and 
that “ I believe we can get to 
it without destroying the en 
vironment 
Even if his three trillion 
figure is correct (others guess 
oil shale deposits at from 200 
to 600 billion barrels), he 
failed to mention that pro­ 
ducing even 100,000 barrels 
of it a day would produce 
140,000 tons of waste rock for 
which there is pres«*ntly no 
known ecologically satisfac­ 
tory depository. 
Absolute conviction, th«*n, 
some might call it blind con 
viction, is the Jackson style. 
And just as he retains black 
wingtips and short sideburns, 
so does he his p o litic a l 
fashion. “ I hate phonies,’’ he 
says, as he discusses a well- 
known one, and clearly he 
puts hypocrites and fonce- 
jumpers in this category.

For many, such eternal 
convictions and optimism are 
t o d a y , as y e s t e r d a y , 
welcome.

For his own part, Jackson 
says he changes tactics but 
not ideals.

You’re not with it 
if you don’t change, if you 
don’t get modern.

Briefly, Jackson’s opinion 
concerning the Soviet Union 
is that it still seeks influence 
over the world. Not occupa­ 
tion influence, necessarily, 
but a more sophisticated p ri­ 
macy. He says Finland is a 
modern example of Russian 
expansion, the Middle East - 
without Israel — could be an­ 
other. As for East-West con­ 
frontation: “ I don’t think 
Russia has ever had any 
specific plan to take over the 
w orld. But they respect 
strength and if we are weak 
they w ill take greater risks. I 
believe these risks could get

s e n t i m e n t s are 
heard today from

dates. But they are heard, in 
the majority, in Bellingham, 
Wash, and most other towns 
and cities in the nation.

norm ally receives nodding 
approval. Not cheers, the way 
George Wallace does, be­ 
cause J a c k s o n

of approval for a man saying 
what his audience thinks. 
This is why, even though he 
puts many to sleep, even 
though his politics are dated, 
he is earning a growing 
respect in this nation which 
has lost so much of its 
respect. Says his aide Denny 
Miller: "He stands for some­ 
thing.” 
That something, in essence, 
is determined strength. This 
is a man who "had no time” 
to get married until he was 
49, who turns all of his hon­ 
orarium money (upwards of

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The military without the draft... 


WASHINGTON - (LENS) 
- After a shaky start the 
armed services are in good 
shape numerically at the end 
of tne first year without com 
scription. In May all services, 
except the Marine Corps, met 
their recruiting targets 
And last week the Secre­ 
tary of the Army, Howard 
Calloway, who only last 
winter was predicting that 
the Army might be 20,000 
men short on June 30 after a 
year without the draft, 
buoyantly announced that it 
had in fact 1,000 more men 
than its programmed level of 
782.000 
The Army has always 
relied on conscripts more 
than the other services, but it 
now has only 25,000 left in its 
ranks and they are leaving at 
the rate of 5,000 a month. This 
handicap meant that the 
army had to recruit more 
energetically, but for the first 
10 months of the past year it 
failed to reach its goals. 
The Marine Corps, which 
depended on conscripts 
slightly less than the army, 
has consistently failed to 
reach its targets and is now 
6.000 under strength. The 
Navy and the Air Force, 


which require higher techni­ 
cal skills, always depended 
on volunteers for the bulk of 
their recruits. The Air Force 
is at present larger than the 
programmed level of 645,000 
and the Navy would be if its 
target had hot accidentally 


been set too low as a result of 
doublecounting some 8,000 of 
its sailors. 
The high rate of unemploy 
ment among the young and 
the good rates of pay offered 
by the services are the main 
reasons for the recent spurt 
in recruiting figures. 
This year 55 per cent of the 
defense budget is allotted to 
manpower compared with 42 
per cent at the height of the 
war in Vietnam in 1968. Con­ 
gress has also helped the 
services to reach their 
targets by cutting down the 
size of the armed forces. It 
lopped 43,000 off the total 
strength in the last defense 
budget and it looks like mak­ 
ing another, but smaller, cut 
this year. 
On the other hand Congress 
has made recruiting more 
difficult by stipulating that at 
least 55 per cent of recruits 
be high school graduates and 


that no more than 18 per cent 
be of the lowest mental 
category. This hit the Marine 
Corps particularly hard since 
it did not have enough high 
school graduates applying 
for it to take all the non-grad­ 
uate applicants, while the 
Army had to turn down many 
men because» of their low 
mental category. 
Hut Hep. 
and Sen. Ss 
Edward Hebert 
am Nunn are urg 
ing Congress to relax these 
restrictions in the new de­ 
fense budget. For good rea­ 


son no quota was ever placed 
on the number of blacks, or 
other ethnic minorities enter­ 
ing the services. As pre­ 
dicted, black recruits have 
been dispro portio n ately 
numerous since the voluntary 
system began. In May they to­ 
talled 21 per cent of the in­ 
take although only 11 per 
cent of the population is 
black. 
There is a good deal of evi­ 
dence that quality is being 
sacrificed for quantity. To­ 
day's volunteer tends to be 
younger, less well educated 
and more likely to be black or 
brown than yesterday’s con­ 
script. 


Pan Am — TWA merger ahead

NEW YORK - (LENS) - A 
merger of Pan American and 
Trans World Airlines now 
seems much closer, even 
though both parties continue 
to eye each other, like two 
porcupines, with love in their 
hearts but caution in their 
minds. 
Twice before — in 1962 and 
1971 — the two international 
American flag carriers pre­ 
sented merger agreements to 
the Civil Aeronautics Board 
but withdrew their applica­ 
tions before the board had 
time to act. 
Now, it seems, the applica­ 
tion is for real. Pan Am is 
failing and TWA will be the 
surviving carrier in any new 
plan that is submitted for a 
merger. The failure of Pan 
Am could come by the end of 
this year if some form of cash 
infusion is not forthcoming 
soon. 
Pan Am would like the 
cash from Congress, via the 
CAB. However, there is 
almost no chance that the 
rescue money would be any­ 
thing like the $10 million a 
month requested. 
Being merged into TWA is 
the last thing that Pan Am’s 
management wants, but time 
is running out for “ the 
world’s most experienced 
airline.” Wall Street has al- 


ready given up on Pan Am. 
Its shares are hovering 
around the $2 level and, in 
theory anyway, the entire en­ 
terprise could be purchased 
for some $80 million. This is 
less than the asset value of 
Pan Am s wholly-owned 
Hotel Intercontinental sub­ 
sidiary. 
TWA is the logical pur­ 
chaser of Pan Am. No other 
airlin e , except possibly 
United, has both the financial 
resources and the depth of 
management to enable it to 
absorb Pan Am’s operating 
losses without being dragged 
under the rising tide of red 
ink. 
Pan Am’s operating loss 
was nearly $50 million in the 
first six months of this year. 
Cash assets at the start of 
1974 were $110.9 million; on 
July 1 cash assets were down 
to $55.9 million. According to 
Pan Am’s quarterly financial 
reports to CAB, only the 
Pacific division of the airline 
remains profitable. 
The large profits that are 
usually posted during the 
summer holiday months are 
absent this year. In July, the 
critical month, there were 
losses all round. 
To make matters worse, all 
operating expenses are up 
and continuing to rise, led by 
fuel costs that are now nearlv 


double those of a year ago. 
Even more serious is the drop 
in traffic, particularly on the 
north Atlantic services. For 
the first time since the end ot 
the second world war, fewer 
Americans decided to holi­ 
day abroad this year than 
last. 
T W A has also been 
affected by the sharp drop in 
holiday travel, but not as 
much as Pan Am. 


The heads of both Pan Am 
and TWA recently met Secre- 
ta ry of T ra n sp o rta tio n 
Claude Brinegar to sound out 
the Ford administration’s 
policy on both subsidy and 
merger. They were told that 
merger was far preferable to 
subsidy. Such influential 
senators as the leader of the 
Democratic majority in the 
upper house, Mike Mansfield, 
and the vice-chairman of 
Congress’s Joint Economic 
Committee, William Prox- 
m ire, have spoken out 
strongly against a subsidy for 
Pan Am and thus reinforced 
the pressure for merger with­ 
in the administration. 
Combining Pan Am and 
TWA would yield not only 
large economies of staff — 
once the golden handshakes 
were out of the way — but 
also massive fuel economies.

Some join up merely to be 
properly fed, housed and 
clothed or to earn enough to 
keep their families.

The Navy should not have 
been much affected bv the

Last 
month a number of sailors 
from the aircraft carrier 
M idw ay jumped ship in 
Yokosuka. Japan, alleging

In May 14 per cent of the 
navy’s recruits were Negro 
and the most lily white of the 
four services is finding it dif­ 
ficult to handle race relations 
in crowded ship’s quarters. 


After the end of American 
involvement in the Vietnam 
war and with the termination 
of conscription it was hoped 
and expected that there 
would be a substantial fall in 
the crime rate in the services.
